QUESTION: | am a regular customer and | have received both the Stamps Etc. and 
the USA Philatelic catalogs. Can you tell me why there are two different catalogs? 


ANSWER: For 1996, our mail-order catalogs have been undergoing some 
significant changes. The “one-size-fits-all” Stamps Etc. catalog was no longer 
meeting the needs of all our customers, so it was essentially divided into two 
publications. Stamps Etc. was retained but completely redesigned to appeal to our ! 
newer customers and the more “casual” collectors, while USA Philatelic was created — 
to serve the needs of the more serious collectors, which includes much of our 
customer list and many of our long-time customers. Such an effort has not been 
without a few “growing pains,” but the result should become more apparent in 1997. 


For the record, our customer mailings this year have included: a 1996 new issue 
poster and promotional folder (featuring January stamps) in January; Stamps Etc. a 
(No. 1) in February; an update flyer (featuring March and April stamps) in April; 
USA Philatelic (Spring 1996) in May (sent to more than half the mail-order 
customer list); Stamps Etc. (Summer 1996) in August (all customers received one 
of two versions); and this holiday edition of either Stamps Etc. or USA Philatelic. 


The next issue of USA Philatelic is being planned for release sometime in January 
1997, and it will be a comprehensive edition. As currently planned, the first issue each 
year will be a comprehensive listing of all available stamps and products, with subse- 
quent issues serving as supplements and announcements of new issues, products 
and items scheduled to go off sale. We plan to communicate with customers at least 
every two or three months, and many customers will be hearing from us almost monthly.
